A @raphic Description of the 
Santander Horror. 


Another Fight With Matabeles Looked for— 
TheNew Austrian Cabinet-—Dr. Mendonca, 
* the Brazilian Minister, Discredits 
Revolutionary Statements.

MADRID, Nov. 5.—(Copyrighted 1893, 
by the Associated Press.) The terrible 
disaster which wrecked the port of 
Santander and destroyed hundreds of 
lives has sent a thrill of horror through- 
out Spain. Every piece of news which 
reaches Madrid not only confirms the 
mecst sensational reports but pictures 
the disaster in more vivid colors than 
hitherto. The story of the great disas- 
ter as gathered for the Associated Press 
is as follows: 

The Cabo Machichaco, a Spanish 
steamship belonging to Bilboa, caught 
fire about 3 o’clock on Friday afternoon. 
The origin of the fire is unknown but 
it was soon beyond the control of the 
Ship’s crew. The local fire department 
and a detachment, of the civic guard 
were sent to the scene, and the leading 
municipal authorities aided in the ef- 
forts to save the steamer. 

Meantime, thousands of 
crowded to the quay and thronged the 
promenades contiguous to it. The fire 
quickly ignited the petroleum, which 
formed a part of the cargo. Twenty 
cases of dynamite which were regis- 
tered on the ship’s papers were carried 
ashore, but the ship also had on board 
480 cases more which did not appear on 
the papers, and of which the authori- 
ties had no knowledge. 

About 4:30 p.m., the ship’s boilers 
burst with a terrific report, and, soon 
| after, there was another tetrible deto- 
nation. The steamer seemed to open 
in half, sendjng a blaze of fire sykward, 
over which a crown of smoke rested 
for several minutes. The report was 
of such awful intensity that it shook 
the earth for miles around, caused 
houses to totter, smashed every window 
within the radius of a rifle shot, filled 
the air with a mags of  fiying iron, 
burning wood, blackened timbers and 
scorched beams, which soon after, fell 
upon, neighboring houses, scattering 
death and destruction, 

Wherever it crushed downward, the 
explosive shot tons of iron ore, which 
composed part of the ship’s cargo, into 
the «air, where it mingled with the 
burning fragments of the steamship, 
tug and wooden quay, as well as with 
the mangled bodies of hundreds of un- 
fortunate people, who were hurled up- 
ward, and the falling of this horrible 
mass can be better imagined than de- 
scribed. The flaming splinters set fire 
to htindreds of buildings, causing a 
frightful panic. 

The force of exploding dynamite 
caused such a concussion that it actu- 
ally s¢nk hundreds of small crafts in 
the harbor, in addition to setting fire 
to a lairge number of other vessels, and 
startinay conflagrations upon several of 
the lararer ships, including the Alfonso 
XIT, which vessel, as already cabled to 
the Associated Press, caught fire so 
suddenly and burned so fiercely that 
forty of her crew lost their lives on 
beard of .her. The damage to foreign 

For some time after the disaster the 
people were positively stunned with 
dismay at the horror, and then fol- 
lowed a panic, during which hundreds 
of people ar? reported to have gone 
stark mad, while a great many were 
so paralyzed \vith fear and the shock 
that they were incapable of moving to 
the assistance qt the dying or making 
any effort to | extinguish the flames, 
which began tl spread with: most 
threatening rapiility. Along the quay 
and promenade, niingled and ‘blackened 
corpses were scatitered here and there, 
or in heaps, and in many cases upon 
the dying, whose fearful shrieks of 
agony filled the air. 

Over a hundred people are said to 
have been preciyitnted into the sea by 
the explosion and there met their 
death. A traim just arriving was 
wrecked by the e:tplosion, and was set 
fire to and the majority of its passen- 
gers were burned to death. Soon after 
the explosion wholp blocks opposite the 
quay were blazing,, and other portions 
of the city were alto in flames. In the 
midst of the horrible panic a few men 
retained presence. of mind enough to 
ride to the nearest railway stations 
and send telegrams to the government 
and the authorities of other cities im- 
ploring succor. . 

The cities of Valliidolid, Burges, Bil- 
boa and Barcelona immediately took 
steps to assist the stricken city. Flre 
engines, physicians, medicines and food 
were sent to relieve distress’ A large 
force of troops was: also dispatched. 
The monetary logs sustained is enor- 
mous. The loss of life is not yet de- 
termined, but some hundreds of dead 
bodies have been identited, while others 
will. never be recognized from among 
the mass of blackened trunks, heads and 
limbs, which have been matnered to- 
gether in a heap. 

A man was killed by a piece of iron 
falling at Pena Casille, two kilometers 
distant from where the steamer. blew 
up. The steamer’s anchor fell 800 
yards, away from where the’ explosion

Santander was lately among the rial 
prosperous towns in Spain, but the 
aster which has overtaken it will ake 
many years to repair. The whole coun- 
try is indignant at the criminal conduct 
of the captain and the crew of the Cabo 
Machichaco, as well as the c@minality 
of those who shipped the contraband 
480 cases of dynamite. 

The general opinion is that the gov- 
ernment must take immediate steps to 
punish the people who shipped the 
dynamite, as the death of the captain 
and crew of the steamer is but poor 
compensation to the thousands of vic- 
tims and for the destruction caused by 
their criminality. 

REMAINS BURIED. 

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times suys that up 
to the time of sending this dispatch, 
125 bodies have been identified and 
buried at Santander, 


BLEW THEM UP. 


Responsible for the Deaths of 
British Secamen. 

LONDON, Nov. 5.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Official confirmation 
is received hereby the naval authorities 
of the death of two seamen and two 
marines and the injury of five others 
from the British warships Bengale, 
Racer and Sirus, near Rio de Janeiro. 

It appears the British vessels named 
landed a party near Rio de Janeiro in 
order to obtain a supply of sand for 
holystoning the decks. During their 
stay ashore, the F'ritish party ap- 
proached an old Brazilian government 
powder-magazine, which was protected 
by a detachment of President Peixotto’s 
soldiers. 

The latter, seeing a number of sea- 
men digging, believed that they be- 
longed to the rebel warships, and, con- 
sequently, acting under the orders of 
the Brazilian officers, blew up _ the 
powder-magazine, and killed and in- 
jured the British soldiews referred to. 


A RUSSIAN SANTANDER. 


Benzine Oil, Like Dynemite, Causes Large 
Loss of Life. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 5.—(By 
Cable and Associated Press.) A _ dis- 
patch from Kazanin in the eastern part 
of European Russia states that a disas- 
trous conflagration has occurred there. 
A -benzine oil stove exploded and the 
flames quickly spread, eight warehouses 
being destroyed. In additioh to this 
there was great loss of life, many_ per- 
sons being known to have perished in 
the burning buildings.

REBELS’ BOASTS DISCREDITED. 


The Brazilian [Minister Disparages Revolu- 
tionary Efforts. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Dr. Salvador de Men- 
donca, Brazilian Minister at Washing- 
ton, is in this city. When seen, Men- 
donca spoke disparagingly of the rebels’ 
efforts to overthrow the government, 
and discredited many assertions made hy 
Senator Ruy. Barbosa,a Brazilian exile, 
who represents the revolutionary party. 
Minister Mendonca stated that the fleet 
which the government has gathered in 
this country would sail about Novem- 
ber 17. 


ANOTHER BATTLE IMMINENT. 


King Lobengula Retreats to His Capital from 
the Zambest. 

CAPE TOWN, Nov. 5.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Hon. Cecil Rhodes, 
Premier of Cape Colony, telegraphs 
that there will be another fight soon in 
the vicinity of Buluwayo, where it now 
seems King Lobengula retreated after 
having abandoned the attempt to cross 
the Zambesi River.

Elmer Raud Arrested at Kansas City—Was 
En Route to Washington—He Wanted 
to Talk the Matter Over With 
Cleveland.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Nov. 5.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Elmer Raud, a 
young farmer of Henry county, Mo., 
was arrested on his arrival in this city 
today, a dispatch having been received 
to the effect that he is crazy, and had 
announced his intention of going to 
Washington to see Cleveland.

TRAIN DERAILED. 


A Wreck Supposed to Have Been Caused for 
Plunder. . 

CAIRO (Ill.,) Nov. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Chicago and New 
Orleans vestibule train was wrecked 
near Ullin, at 1 o’clock this morning. 
The tender, baggage and .express ears 
turned over and three of the passen- 
ger coaches were derailed. 

Fireman Charles Harmon of Centra- 
lia, Ill, was killed. The switch was 
turned, it is supposed, by would-be 
train-robbers, to cause a wreck. Two 
tramps, stealing a ride, were killed. J:x- 
press Messenger Boyle had an arm 
broken. None of the passengers were 
seriously injured, though all were 
shaken up.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) On Tuesday the electors 
of Ohio will choose a full State ticket 
and members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives. The Republicans 
renominated Gov. McKinley and Lieut.- 
Gov. Harris. The Democratic nominee 
for Governor is Lawrence T. Neal, and 
for Lieutenant-Governor, W. A. Tay- 
lor. 

Gov. McKinley’s connection with the 
present tariff law, and Neal being the 
author of the tariff plank in the last 
Democretic platform, made fhe cam- 
paign almost one of the national issues. 
The Democrats do not concede the 
State, but are by no means so confident 
of carrying it as are the Republicans. 

There is a sort of understanding that 
the Republicans expect at least 25,000 
plurality for McKinley. The Prohibiiion 
party and Populists each have State 
tickets in the field. 

SHERMAN’S SUCCESSOR. 

‘TOLEDO, Nov. 5—Senator Sherman, 
in conversation with a Republican 
leader, declared McKinley was his pref- 
erence for Republican candid.te 
President in 1896, and expressed the 
belief that he would be the nominee. 

He intimated that Gov. McKinley 
would be his (Sherman's) logical succes- 
sor as the party leader in this State 
on his retirement from the Senate, 
which event will.occur at the expira-

IN IOWA. 


The Prohibitionists and Populists Important 
Factors in the Fight. 

DES MOINES, Nov. 5.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) Many complications on 


parties make the forecast of the prob- 
able result of Tuesday's battle in this 
State more or less uncertain. A full 
State ticket is to be elected, together 
with members of the lower house of 
the General Assembly, and a majority 
of the members of the upper house. 

At Republican headquarters tonight 
they claim a plurality for Jackson for 
Governor of 1500, with a little less for 
the rest of the State ticket, and safe 
majorities in both houses of the Legis- 
lature. 

Chairman Fuller believes that Gov. 
Boies will be re-elected by about the 
‘same plurality as two years ago. 

At the Populist headquarters they 
are very certain that Joseph, their can- 
didate for Governor, will poll 60,000 votes, 
They claim they may even hold the bal- 
ance of power in the Legislature, in 
which case Gen. Weaver would beeome 
a Senatorial factor. 

At the Prohibition headquarters they 
claim at least 39,000 for Bennett 
Mitchell. 


JUDGE GARY’S CANDIDACY. 


Anarchist Trials Revived in Cook 
County, Hl. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Interest in the coming elec- 
tion in’Chicago and Cook county is in- 
tense. The officials to be élected 
the county commissioners and judges of 
the Supreme and Circuit courts, 

The principal fight is between the 
friends and enemies of Judge Joseph E. 
Gary, candidate for re-election to the 
Superior bench. Judge Gary presided 
at the famous Anarchist trial. Gov. 
Altgeld, who is generally alleged to be 
2% personal enemy of Gary’s, recently 
pardoned three of the men copvicted 
at the trial, and, moreover, has bent 
every effort to secure the defeat of 
Gary. 

The judge is supported by an over- 
whelming majorfty of the members of 
the bar, and by every paper in. Chi- 
cago, with one exception. Gary’s fight 
has been very bitter, and much fee begue 
has been aroused. There is no particu- 
lar fight between the candidates for 
any of the other positions.

RENO (Nev.,) Nov. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) One of the worst rafl- 
road wrecks which has happened on thig 
division of the Central Pacific occurred 
at 8:30 o'clock this morning betweer 
freight-train No. 10, west-bound, and 
No. 7, east-bound, about a mile west of 
Salvia, a small station eighteen miles 
east of Reno, resulting in the death of 
Fred Leach, the brakeman of the west- 
bound train, and of Charlie Givens, the 
fireman.of the same train, and also of 
four tramps not yet identified, besides 
injuring three others. 

The injured are James Bird, engineer 
of No. 7, left leg broken at the ankle, 
very badly hurt; Tom Morshead, his 
fireman cut about the head, and a tramp 
named William E. Vos, who says he is 
from Chicago, and has a wife living 
there. Vos has .a severe scalp wound, 
and it is feared that his brain is in- 
jured and his recovery is doubtful. 

The two trains came together in a 
cut. on a sharp turn going at full speed. 
The engine pulling train No. 10 mounted 
the one going east, so that they nearly 
changed positions. Fourteen or fifteen 
freight cars were smashed to atoms. 

Leach was on the engine of his train 
and was caught between the  boiler- 


‘head and tank: ~Both legs were crushed © 


to a pulp, and were caught in such a 
way that it was impossible to get him 
out. He lived two hours after the col- 
lision, was perfectly conscious all the 
time, and begged his companions to 
kill him and end his sufferings. After 
death it was found necessary to cut 
off his legs close to his body in order 
to extract him from the wreck. 

The tramps hilled were in a box-car 
close to the front end of train No. 10, 
traveling west. The cause of the acci- 
dent was a misunderstanding: of orders, 
and it will take an official inquest to 
fix the blame where it belongs. The 
bodies of the four tramps were brought 
to Reno tonight, and the inquest will 
‘be held tomorrow. The body of Leach 
Engineer Bird 
will be removed to the company’s hos- 
pital at Sacramento as soon as the road 
is cleared. Vos, the injured tramp, will 
be brought to the County Hospital at 
Reno. if he lives. The company sent 
surgeons to the scene as soon as possi- 


ble, and used every means at their come 
mand to care for the dead and injured.

The Treasury To Be Relieved by an Urgency

Judge William P. Wade. 

Thirty-eight years ago an unpreten- 
tious printing office in Davenport, 
Iowa, had in its employ a little ap- 
prentice boy, who was destined to 
make for himself an honorable name 
in the world. That boy, whose name 
was William P. Wade, dutifully fin- 
ished his apprenticeship and became a 
good printer. He did well from the 
start whatever he found to do. After 
a time he studied law, was admitted 
to the bar, and for many years prac- 


ticed his profession in various places. 


Meantime, in 1861, responding to the 
call of patriotism which suddenly 
roused the country to arms, young 
Wade entered the Union army and 
served with fidelity wherever the com- 
mand of duty led him, enduring the 
trials and confronting the dangers of 


a soldier's lot with that high resolve 


and unselfish purpose which were fixed 
traits of his character. 

The war ended, he returned to civil 
life and to the practice of his chosen 
profession. He was not distinguished 
as an advocate before courts and juries, 
but, nevertheless, was well grounded in 
the principles of the Jaw, and made a 
name for himself as a wise and safe 
counselor. He also became an author 
of some reputation, having produced 
at least two legal works which became 
standards of their kind. 

Coming to Los Angeles eight years 
ago, he took up the practice of his pro- 
fession here in partnership with Judge 
W. F. Fitzgerald, now of the State Su- 
preme Court, and later was elected one 
of the Superior judges. In this impor- 
tant place Judge Wade proved himself 
equal to the occasion and worthy of 
the bigh trust reposed in him by his 
fellow-citizens. He sat with the dignity 
of a man and displayed the firmness 
and integrity characteristic of a pure 
and independent magistrate. 

As a man and citizen Judge Wade 
was modest and unpretentious in bear- 
ing and simple in his private and do- 
mestic life. He was a tried and proved 
patriot, a life-long Republican, but no 
professional politician or political dem-

ENDED IN DEATH. | 


Fatal Termination of Judge 


Wade's Illness. 


Finally Succumbed to the Disease Contracted 
on a Fishing Expedition to Kern 
River — Biographical 
Sketch. 


Hon, William P. Wade, who has pre- 
sided in Department Three of the Su- 
perior Court of this county for the past 
five years, died at his residence, No. 
1367 South Flower street, in this city, 
at 7 o’clock last evening, after a linger- 
ing illness, contracted during his vaca- 
tion in July last, while in pursuit of his 
favorite pastime, angling. He was an 
ardent disciple of Isaak Walton, and 
keenly enjoyed an outing with his fel- 
low-members of the Creel Club, of 
which organization he was one of the 
most active members. His last fishing 
expedition was made to the head- 
waters of Kern River in Kern county, 
in company with Judge Clark, R. H. F. 
Variel, Esq., and others, but the ex- 
posure necessitated by such a trip re- 
sulted in an attack of typhoid-pneu- 
monia, followed by congestion of the 
liver, ta which he finally succumbed. 
Judge Wade leaves a widow, but no 
children, to mourn his loss. His father 
resides at Crawfordsville, Ind., and wus 
notified by telegraph last night, as was 
also a brother in the same State. 

The funeral will take pl Tuesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, the interment be- 
ing at Rosedale Cemetery. 

There will be a meeting of the Bar 
Association to take suitable action to- 


day. 
BICGRAPHICAL. 

Judge W. P. Wade was born in Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., on January 31, 1839. He 
was the fourth of a family of eight 
children, and received a liberal* educa- 
tion in the public schools of the Hoosier 
State, afterward learning the printer’s 
trade at Davenport, Iowa. He was evi- 
dently not satisfied with his choice of 
occupation, for he soon took up the 
study of law in the office of John W. 
Thompson of that city. The war of the 


rebellion breaking out he enlisted in 


the Second Regiment of Iowa Infantry 
on April 2, 1861. He served fourteen 
months in the army, when, having re~ 
ceived a severe wound in the battle of 
Fort Donelson, he was honorably dis- 
charged from the service. He had be- 
come thoroughly imbued with the logic 
of law, and all of his leisure moments 
he devoted to study during his term of 
service. Upon his return home he was 
admitted to practice by Judge John F. 
Dillon of the District Court of Daven- 
port. This was in 1863. After being ad- 
mitted he practiced his profession for 
one year in Davenport and then went 
South with the United States Civil Serv- 
ice until 1867. He practiced law in 
Kansas City from 1867 to 1876 and then 
in St. Louis, Mo., until 1880. | 
Judge Wade was a profound student 
of the law, and possessed of a quick 
perception of the principles of justice. 
He is the author of various valuable 
legal works. While in St. Louis he 
wrote his first book, ‘‘Wade on the Law 
of Notice.” This was followed by ‘“Ret- 
rospective Laws.”’ 

In the spring of 1880 he went to Lead- 
ville, Colo., and there remained until 
August, 1884. While there he produced 
a small work on “Mining Law,” after 
which he spent a few months in San 
Francisco, and there brought out 
“Wade on Attachment.’’ In 1885 he 
came to Los Angeles and practiced his 
profession until called to preside over 
Department Three of the Superior 
Court of this county. 

As a citizen and jurist Judge Wade 
had the profound respect of the whole 
community, and was honored by the 
profession as a man of strict judicial 
integrity. He was a gentleman of quiet 
demeanor and uniform courtesy,

The balloon was 
inflated by means of a gasoline fire, 
which had been started in a covered 
trench, connecting with the sack, and 
the fire was constantly replenished by 
means of cupfuls of the liquid dipped 
from an oper ¢n within three or four 
feet of the fire. As each cupful of the 
gasoline was thrown on the fire, the 
flames would burst out, and, finally 
they reached far enough to ignite the 
liquid in the can. Instantly the 
crowd, which had gathered around, 
was scattered, and the flames leaped 
some distance into the air, threatening 
the destruction of the balloon, which 
was then pushed as far as possible to 
one side. After this fire had been sub- 
dued, the inflation was continued, and 
in time the balloon went up with one 
of the men, who had been attending it, 
as its passenger. The trip this time

Dedication of Park Cor- 
gregational Church. 


Eloquent Sermon by Prof. Norton 
of Pomona College 


Showing the Beauty and the Glory 
of Self-sacrifice. 


Bishop Nichols at the Church of the Epiph- 
any—Services at the English Lu- 
theran and Central M. EB; 
Churches. 


Yesterday morning at 11 o'clock Park 
Congregational Church, Temple and 
Metcalf streets, was formally dedicated, 
free of debt. During the past week 
the church indebtedness of nearly $1300 
was raised, and this happy event was 
duly celebrated on Wednesday evening 
by @ grand jubilee. Prof. E. C. Norton 
of Pomona College preached the sermon 
yesterday. The church was beautifully 
decorated, chiefly with white and golden 
chrysanthemums and English ivy, and 
the motto, “Thanks be to God,” was 
handsomely wrought in floral lettering 
of white and gold. ‘In the evening a 
praise and thanksgiving service was 
held, @ number of prominent singers 
contributing tbeir assistance. The Y. M. 
C. A. Orchestra and a chorus of twenty- 
four voices rendered several fitting an- 
thems. 


Prof. Norton spoke earnestly upon the 
elements which constitute the strength 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, drawing his 
text from Revelations v, 5-6: “‘And one 
of the elders saith unto me, behold the 
lion of the tribe of Judah; and I beheld, 
and lo, in the midst of the elders stood 
a lamb.” 


Jesus, he said, was the greatest ¢is- 
appointment the world has ever seen. 
We are apt to surround our great men 
with a halo, and to find them losing 
this halo when we become acquainted 
with them, and they shrink into simply 
a& man. This democratic and progress- 
ive age is fast stripping away the gilt 
and tinsel and trappings with which we 
were wont to invest our heroes. We 
have met too many disappointments in 
great individuals in the past to be de- 
luded into belief in their super-human 
qualities, Yet such disappointments 
are as nothing compared to what came 
to the Jewish nation through Jesus. 
Their great faith was that they were 
the chosen people of God, and they 
looked to see a kingdom established 
that should know no end. Their blood 
leaped as they saw, in imagination, the 
triumphs of this chosen people. All 
their hopes centered in the great prince, 
the Messiah, who was to come. They 
lodked for splendor, for a king, a chief 
captain. They were drunk with visions 
of political and material greatness. 

Then, one day. there was heard a 
voice, and it cried from the wilderness, 
“The kingdom of heaven is at hand.”’ 
And John, looking on Jesus, said: ‘‘Re- 
hold, the Lamb of God.’ These words 
of the forerunner were the first disap- 
pointment of the people. Where was 
the stately retinue for which they had 
been prepared? And what did this Lion 
of the tribe of Judah say to them? 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.’’ 
Truly, this was not what they had ex- 
pected. 

So, for three years, Christ disap- 
pointed the hopes of the people at every 
turn. No such disappointment ever 
came to earth as through Him. He, 
the predicted conqueror, the matchless 
victor, to prove so meek and lowly! 
They were long in comprehending that 
it is love that makes the world go 
round. 

Yet we, as the years go by, are be- 
ing made to feel more and more how 
shallow is all but love. It is love. that 
is the power; that hopeth all things. 
that believeth all things, that endureth 
all things. What was the power of that 
charming child’s story that we were 
reading a few years ago. “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy ?’’ It was the simple love 
and true-heartedness of a child. What 
was the secret spring un- 
locked the heart of Bret Harte’s 
“Luck of Roaring Camp?” It 
was the portrayal of love by which 
a strong man was tamed and saved by 
a helpless baby. The lamb becomes the 
lion. Love strikes down -the hard yper- 
secutor, it arrays itself against em- 
pires, and wins the day; it sweeps on 
to the final conquests of the world. All 
that the Jews hoped and looked to see 
accomplished has been accomplished, 
but not in their way. It has been ac- 
complished with a single weapon—love. 
The kingdom of heaven has come, and 
it has come through love. Hate con- 
quors by killing; love conquors by giv- 
ing life, and giving it 
dantly. 

The speaker touched upon the beauty 
and potency of self-sacrifice, and a 
by alluding to the life of the chu¥th. 
Its members are bound together by the 
restraining power of love; it represents 


service in the work of lifting the bur- 
den of debt it has borne. Through of- 
ferings of money, of speech, of prayer, 
of song, it has been made ready for 
dedication. May its members see, as 
never btfore, the beauty and the glory 
of self-sacrifice, as made plain in the 
example of the Lamb of God, the Lion 
of the tribe of Judah.

of our text. This is one of the few pas- 
sages which gives us a hint of the ori- 
gin of sin. 

As we behold the great calamities 
which befall man, the disease, sorrow 
and death to which he is subject with- 
out the revealed word of God, and the 
unfolding, not only of the t plan 
of salvation, but also of the o h and 
author of sin, it would be impossible 
for us to comprehend God, or to have 
any conception of the great truth that 
“God is love,” 

Some would teach us that sin is only 
a disease, which common remedies may 
correct; others, that it is merely a de- 
fect in the mind or moral nature. But 
all these theories necessarily make God 
the author of sin, which is, totally, in- 
compatible with our-conception’ of God 
as a God of love. In order to rightly 
understand the origin of sin, and the 
original sinner, we must turn to the 
word of God, and we learn that Sa- 
tan was once a pure spirit, who re- 
belled against God, and was cast out 
of heaven, and from the presence of 
his God. This Satan people often try 
to sneer out of the world, but the fact 
remains that he is here, tempting man 
as of old, and the existence of this evil 
spirit is in accord with our own indi- 
vidual experience. If Satan has gone, 
let me ask you: “‘Who is carrying on 
his business ?’’ 

The evil thoughts and evil tendencies 
of our nature must have an origin; yet 
with the fall of man came also God’s 
plan of redemption, which all may ac- 
cept if they will. Those who are bound 
by sin are self-bound, for God has given 
us power to overcome Satan. The Sa- 
vior is mighty to save, and the time is 
coming when this original sinner shall 
be chained forever and ever. Today 
those who will may receive power to 
overcome the evil tendencies of their 
nature, which are the temptations of 
the evil one.

The 
disciples had been fishing all night and 
had taken nothing. It was a time of 
hard luck and “(financial depression. 
Christ always appears at such a time. 
He meets men not only in their daily 
avocation, but at the time when they 
most need Him, More men found 
Christ, in America during the financial 
depressions of 1831, 1837 and 1857 than 
during any other years. With a sym- 
pathy that never omitted an act of 
kindness He said to Peter, ‘Launch out 
into the deep and let down your nets 
for a draught.’ Peter heaved a sigh 
as he thought of the long, weary, lone- 
some, unsuccessful night toil, and, draw- 
ing on his faith he said, ‘‘At Thy word, 
Master, I will let down the net.”” He 
did not stop to reason as to how pre- 
posterous would be the undertaking, 
but did as he was commanded, and 
melancholy gave way to, melody and 
“blues” gave way to blessings. 

Jesus Christ is the solution of all 
labor problems as He is the solution 
of all spiritual difficulties. If we today 
will push out into the deep and let 
down the net on the right side—the 
side of faith in God and love toward 
our fellow-men—we will take more 
than we can ask or think. Down went 
Peter’s net into the rippling waters, 
down until it touched the mossy-cov- 
ered pebbles at the bottom, and the 
crystalline waters yielded up the finny 
tribe, guided by unerring providence 
into the net. There was excitement for 
a few moments. Up came the net 
filled to overflowing. Peter called. for 
help and help came, and amid shout- 
ing and laughing they landed the den- 
izens of the deep, and now note the im- 
pressions upon their minds. 

They were all astonished. Peter, 

ove all the rest, was wonder struck. 

onder led to worship. He drops in 
the boat at the Master's feet. Was it 
a transport of ecstacy? No! Was it 
delight over the thought of financial 
success and the sweet reflection that 
it would put money in his depleted 
purse? No! But right here we have a 
touch of the indescribable truthfulness. 
utterly beyond the power of the most 
brilliant intellect to have invented. 
Peter, kneeling, says: ‘‘Depart from 
me, for I am a sinful man, Oh Lord!” 
A flash of heavenly light reveals to 
him his Lord and himself. Why is it 
that all true-hearted people feel un- 
worthy when they approach a revival 
season? Is it not because Christ is 
near? Christ said to Peter, ‘Fear not,’ 
and then turning the miracle to a prac- 
tical bearing, he said: ‘Fear not, from 
henceforth thou shalt catch men.” 
Around them in the» boat lay the glit- 
tering spoil of the lake, “glittering with 
a glitter that began to fade in death.” 
From these piscatorial labors He called 
them to Christian work. “They had 
caught fishes that fishes might die; 
they must now catch men that men 
might live.’’ They forsook every- 
thing and followed Christ.” During 
the time of reviva! meetings every- 
thing should be secondary to the great 
work of saving souls. Things proper 
and permissable at other times should 
be sidetracked to give the revival rigitt- 
of-way. Some that cannot fish witn a 
seine may do excellent work with a 
hook. Bait with good bait and fish 
with adroitness, Study to adapt your- 
self to every soul. Rebuild your family 
altar, look on the bright side, forgive 
your enemies, dispense with criticism, 
move up out of Grumblers’ alley into 
Thanksgiving street, and God will fill 
the net. 

ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

Yesterday morning at the English 
Lutheran Church a sermon upon ‘‘Ref- 
ormation and Reformers,’”’ commemo- 
rating the anniversary of Luther’s birth- 
day, was preached hy the pastor, Rey. 
M. A. Stine. 

His thought was, in substance, as 
follows: 

The reformation of the sixteenth cen- 
tury marks one of the great epochs in 
the world’s history. It and the establish. 
ment of primitive Christianity form the 
two greatest revelutions in history. 
These are not confined to any one coun- 
try or nation, but are being even now 
felt in every country and nation. 

The reformation is justly called the 
reproduction of primitive Christianity, 
The latter put an end to the Old World, 
the former began the new. Truth had 
so been mixed with error, the holy 
scriptures so confounded with tradition 
that th cleansinar process had became 

ne y. | 
* whe reformation began in Germany. 
The Germans are Protestants by na,

ture. They prefer substance to form, 
reality to show. Therefore they could 
not rest in a religion of ordinances and 
ceremonies. They must worship God in 
person and not through another. The 
principles of the reformation empha- 
sized freedom in religion, but individual 
responsibility. No man has a right to 
pronounce absolution for sin committed. 
The reformation taught the idea of 
freedom and the inherent rights of man. 
The principles of the Augsburg confes- 
sion are destructive of the theory. of 
“the divine rights of kings.’’ The ref- 
ormation in Germany laid the founda- 
tion for the reformation in England 
and Scotland. It made an Oliver Crom- 
well le in England, and formed 
the maxim, ‘“‘The will of the. people is 
the only legitimate source of power,” 
in the heart of George Buchanan. It 
schooled the patriots who founded a 
government ‘‘of the people, by the peo- 
ple, and for the people.” 

The birthday of Martin Luther com- 
ing on November 10 suggested the 
morning’s theme. 

Luther was a young man when he 
entered upon his work, and because of 
his youth and obscurity even those who 
felt the necessity of a reformation re- 
pudiated him for a time. The bishop 
of Saltzburg said he could sanction the 
doctrine of the reformation but it was 
impossible he should be reformed ‘out 
of a corner by an obscure person.”’ The 
bishop of Constantinople openly de- 
clared, ‘“‘There are rmaany disorders and 
abuses in the church, but the Emperor 
should first put down the Lutheran, so 
that it be not said that we were re- 
tormed by a monk of no rank or name.” 

Luther, though young, was gifted. 
pious, bold. God made no mistake when 
He took His workman out of a poor 
man’s home. Luther had a pious pa- 
rentage, which, in the sight of God, is 
worth more than wealth and_ social 
standing. The ages show that he was 
the right man in the right place. Car- 
lyle says of him: “I will call this 
Luther a truly great man, great in in- 
tellect, in courage, affection, and in in- 
tegrity, one of the most lovable and 

recious men.”’ 

, The Lutheran Church accepts Luth- 
er’s teachings because they agree with 
God’s word and are the creed of Prot- 
estant orthodox Christendom. Yet she 
ig not founded on Luther, but on Christ.

~ TRADE REVIEW. 


Doings in the World of 
Commerce, 
Local Business Conditions Prace 
tically Unchanged. 


Return of Prosperity Now Confi- 
dently Expected. 


Failure of a Merchant Who Did Not Advere 
vertise—Another Bankrupt Stock 
ern Situation. 


The Sherman silver purchasing clause 
has been repealed and confidence, is 
supposed to have returned, as per 
programme. Reports from the East, 
while showing a more hopeful feeling, 
are not as satisfactory as the ple 
were led to expect. If must be remem- 
bered, however, that convalescence 
from chronic diseases is much less 
rapid than in simple acute cases, and 
this present financial disturbance has 
certainly been severe and protracted 
enough to take its place among ‘“‘panics 
to be remembered.” 

Local conditions in the wholesale 
market are practically unchanged. 
Money, if anything, is somewhat tighter 
among merchants, and collections not 
at all what they should be. Sales, also 
do not show any increase, which, how- 
ever, in the present condition of the 
money market, is not a bad. sign. 
Wholesale merchants are exceedingly 
careful, and whatever business they 
are now doing is of a distinctively safe 
character. Country merchants report 
slow sales, but better prospects. The 
orange crop looks well, and an aver- 
age yield with fair prices is fonfidently 
expected, The system of e¢rganization 
among growers all over the citrus 
regions through which they expect to 
market their own crops, and thereby 
induce larger returns, is looked upon 
as one of the reasons for believing that 
money will be more plentiful among 
the producing classes. 

There has been only one faflure of 
note during the past week. On Friday 
an attachment was levied on the stock 
of Abernathy, the clothier, on &pring 
street. The amount of this claim was 
$1200, and was sworn to in the §Su- 
perior Court in San Francisco. The 
Abernethy store has not been paying 
well recently, and between big ex-, 
penses and dull business it is not sur- 
prising that heavy bills could not be 
met. Mr. Abernethy did not advertise. 
The moral is apparent. 

On Saturday a small attachmeni was 
placed on another business hou® on 
Spring street, but bond was promptl 
furnished, and the attachment raved, 
. This was only for the sum of $34, 
and is supposed to be due on an id- 
vertising contract and not for gods 
bought. 

The stock of the Bon Marche wig 
sold by the Sheriff last week to om 
of the large dry goods houses on 
Spring street. It was not a large stock, 
but of a very high-priced character, in 
fact, entirely too costly for this mar- 
ket. This was probably the main rea- 
it came into the Sheriff's

Retail business for the week hag been 
fair, There was no such falling off in 
trade as was expected after the few 
weeks of fairs, conventions, and other 
trade incentives. Neither there 
been the large increase looked for by 
the advent of colder weather. Busi- 
ness has held its own, however, which 
is more than many another city can 
say, considering the vast number of 
unemployed now traveling back and 
forth across the continent. 

On the whole, the situation may be 
considered as entirely satisfactory and, 
although no great improvement need 
be looked for in the next few weeks, 
the chances are that the holiday trade 
this year will not suffer in comparison 
with that of any previous season. 

THE OLDER STATES. 

From the East the only detailed re- 
ports at hand are those given out be- 
fore the repeal bill finally passed\jn the 
Senate. Dun’s Review for the week 
ending October 28, 1893, says: / 

“Port is in sight after a long and 
Stormy voyage, and the prospect of a 
speedy end of the struggle over repeal 
has brought bright hopes to business. 
Stocks climbed rapidly for three days, 
banks relaxed restraints, commercial 
loans are more freely sought and made, 
and reports from all quarters show 
the prevalence of more hopeful feeling. 
This of itself tends to produce some 
revival of consumption and of industry, 
which, nevertheless, has made but 
moderate progress as yet, It is still 
too soon to expect much effect in trade 
and manufactures, and though mone- 
tary obstacles are to a large extent re- 
moved, there still remain other legisla~- 
tive questions which create uncertainty 
Opinion also differs as to the extent o 
improvement now to be expected after 
so much doubt and delay and loss. 
But the clearings outside New York 
this week are not quite 20 per cent, 
less than last year.” 

In textile fabrics there is little im- 
provement. Now that the Sherman 
clause is out of the way, the prospec- 
tive tariff bill is receiving its share of 
discussion. While many believe that 
if things were allowed to remain as 
they are business would “look up” of 
its own accord, there are many others 
who believe that as cone as there is 
sure to be a change it had better bo 
made now, while production and con- 
sumption are both practically at a 
standstill. The proposed reduction in 
import rates will produce less harm at 
present than if interjected into the com- 
mercial world while in a prosperous 
condition. The situation is also further 
complicated by the hoarding of the 
New York banks. However, this phase 
is not as serious as it was a few weeks 
ago. Dun's Review says in reference ta 
this matter: 

“The New York banks still accumu- 
late money, and commercial loans are 
more largely asked and obtained. This 
enables merchants to take goods out of 
bond and may increase customs re 
ceipts, which have amounted in twenty- 
five days of October to $10,208,091, 
against $16,366,559 for the full month 
last year. Apparently the month's de« 
crease will be about 25 per cent. In< 
ternal revenue has been better main- 
tained in the same time $11,052,528 
against $14,152,891 for the full month 
last year. The treasury gold fell ta 
nearly $81,700,000, but has since nNsen 
more than a million, pensions payments’ 
decreasing.” 

From the same authority the follows 
ing failure statistics are reproduced: 

‘Failures for the week number 352 in 
the United States, and 44 in Canada; 
total 396,against 377 last week, 437 for the 
preceding week, and last year, of 
which 187 were in the United States, 
and 20 in Canada. The number of 
small failures is still very large, while 
important failures are not more numer- 
ous than last week. The failure of only 
one banking concern is reported, while 
the resumption of several banks which 
suspended during “the summer is an- 
nounced,” « .

A Townsman Who Has Been in 
the South African War 


Extracts from an Interesti - Letter—Sunday

letter was received from him by his 
uncle, Josiah Russell, dated Victoria, 
Mashonaland, September 1, 1893. A 
few éxtracts that will be of general in- 
terest are quoted: 

“We are again in Victoria, and un- 
der the Maxim guns and _ Gatlings. 
Praise God for the smart Yankees that 
invented them, and can keep a horde of 
niggers at bay. Don’t think for a 
moment our interest in the Stars and 
Stripes has flagged. It is the way 
things have gone since the war, follow- 
ing so close the lines of Europe, when 
they could have carved a new and bet- 
ter path, and let the glaring faults of 
Europe alone. Still, the energy and 
ambition of Americans put that nation 
h and shoulders above all others un- 
der the sun. A few of us in the wilds 
of Africa on July 4, sang_ patriotic 
gongs, and thought of her vast domain 
and,strong people with pride. ... 


I shall take military service with the | 


Chartered Company, and go into the 
war. I will go in an independent troop 
as scout, and get as pay, arms and 
mount, rations (when possible,) one- 
half of the spoils and 6000 acres of land, 
fifteen mineral claims and five alluvial. 
It will be a hard and desperate service, 
but full of adventure, and a chance to 
see unknown lands, for which, in spite 
of the long “‘treks,’”’ I long to see more 
There will be five Americans, hardy, 
restless, nervy men, who will act as 
scouts, out of a total of twenty scouts 
and 1000 men. We expect to begin the 
campaign in twenty days—probably it 
will be fifty before we really cross the 
border of King ngula’s country, 
and have our first fight with his ebony 
soldiers. Matabeleland is one of the 
finest countries in Africa.’’ 

"The writer then proceeds to describe 
the crops and natural beauty of this 
land, but which ‘Nevertheless, is not 
good enough to settle in after living 
in Pasadena and seeing Naples.’’ It is 
Claimed that Matabeleland is free from 
the deadly fever, which prevails to an 
alarming extent in the surrounding 
country... 

Continuing, Mr. Burnham. writes: 

“We expect the war to be over within 
four months. These blacks fight in 
masses, and come in thousands, often 
at night. If defeated, they will sur- 
render after about two fights. The 

rder tribes may require guerrilla 
warfare for six months longer. Loben- 
gula is a grafty and well-posted black, 
and is said to averse to fighting the 
whites, but will have to to please his 
bloodthirsty army.”’ 

It is the last word received from Mr. 
Burnham. It is needless to add that his 
friends are naturally anxious as to the 
outcome. The Times has kept Mr. 
Burnham posted on American affairs 
since his departure for Africa, and he 
writes that when the paper has fallen 
into the hands of some other Burnham 
in that far-off country, he has missed 
it very much. It is to be hoped that 
news will soon reach heres, telling of his 
safe passage through the war.

TAX COLLECTIONS. 

There is much interest manifested in 
the tax collections this year, as it is 
thought they indicate something of the 
state of the money market, and would, 
therefore, show slow collections if there 
is really the scarcity of money in this 
section of which some complain. The 
following facts are, therefore, of spe- 
cial interest: The ledger of A. G. Ken- 
dall, Tax Collector, shows that, outside 
of incorporated cities, he is charged 
with $207,255.81; in Ontario (outside of 
city,) $3251.55; in the city of San Ber- 
nardino, $79,965.81; in the city of Red- 
lands, $47,687.87; in the city of Colton, 
$10,177.70; in the city of Ontario, $2050.49; 
total, $350,388.73. 

The total amount collected during the 
month of October by, Mr. Kendall is 
$12,903.45, which has been paid with as 
little grumbling as in any previous 

ear. 

Mr. Kendall evidently is not stand- 
ing in with the tax-sale sharks, as he 
has performed much labor not pre- 
scribed by law in notifying those 
whose property has been sold for taxes 
during the past three years by stamp- 
ing on the receipt for the present fiscal 
year opposite each piece sold, ‘This 
property sold for the tax of’ (giving 
the year sold and number of certificate.) 
This gives notice to those paying taxes 
of the outstanding tax sales which can 
be.redeemed before the tax purchasers 
can make them an afiditional expense 
of $3 for notice. If this much enter- 
prise had been shown by the collectors 
of all counties there would be no need 
of a- State agent for the collection of 
delinquent taxes, and the fearful raids 
on our county funds. Three deputies 
were engaged for two weeks in ascer- 
taining all parcels of land sold for 
taxes and affixing a statement to that 
effect to the corresponding receipts. 
THERE WILL BE LIGHT. 

The city trustees met on Friday 
night in special session to open bids 
for lighting the city by electricity for 
the next three years. Some expected 
that the new electric company formed 
at the time of letting the contracts 
last year and the Redlands Electric 
Light and Power Company would sub- 
mit bids; but there were only two com- 
panies tosubmit bids. The San Antonio 
Electric Light and Power Company pro- 
posed to furnish lights at $6 per light 
per month, not less than seventy-five 
lights to be used. The bid of the San 
Bernardino Electric Light and Power 
Company was for $5.90 per light, for 
not less that seventy-five lights..The 
contract was awarded to the latter, it 


7 being the lowest bid. The bids might 


have been made upofr the basis of 100 
lights, for the city has almost’ that 
many lights running now, and new 
ones are being placed every few meet- 
ings of the board. The city is’ now 
lighted by the company receiving the 
contract for the new term. A strange 
thing about the matter is that the 
authorized agent of the company stated 
that at $6 per light the company was 
losing money, and now it proposes to 
light for $5.90 per light, and requfre no 
more lights than were in use. . 
.LOTS OF FRUIT. 

The Ontario. Band visited this city on 
Saturday, The boys came as an escort 
for the train of thirty carloads of, 
fruit, shipped from Ontario on Satir- 
day, bound for the East. In the train 
were seventeen oars of raisins, two of 
prunes, nine of canned fruits, two of 
mixed dried fruits, and the total ship- 
ment weighed 408,000 peunds, ali from 
in and near Ontario, and shipped by 
the Ontario cannery. The band ‘came 
down town from the depot and dis- 
coursed some. good music, in honor of 
the largest trainload of fruit ever 
shipped out of this county. 

On Saturday afternoon three criminal 
complaints were filed in Justice Camp's 
court, against J. S. Johnson, clerk in 
the drug store of Riggs & Spoor, Stute 
street, for selling liquor without a li- 
cense, and another against Sam Pierce, 
for the same offense.

COLTON. 

The conduct of the army of unem- 
ployed, who camped here last week, 
when en route to the East, was such 
as to create much respect for them by 
those whe saw them. They are thor- 
oughly organized, under a leader, who 
has several lieutenants at the heads 
of the squads, into which they were 
divided. When begging for food, they 
were very courteous, as a rule, and 
when one was otherwise he received 
rough treatment at the hands of his 
fellow-tramps. When the food was se- 
cured, no man touched a mouthful of 
it until it was regularly distributed by 
the steward. The way some of the 
fellows, who appeared almost in a 
starving condition, stood by and. eyed 
the food without touching it, was 
enough to touch the heart of an ordi- 
nary man. It is thought that every 
merchant who had articles that would 
be of use to the men, especially food 
and food materials, donated liberally, 
with one exception. One merchant, 
who is very prominent in church affairs, 
is said to have refused to aid them. 
Although many dollars’ worth of goods 
were carried away by the tramps, the 
citizens say they feel none the poorer. 
A second section of some fifty more 
tramps went through the next day; but 
they were well supplied with food, and 
did not stop.

The citizens had learned that 
the army of tramps were a well-organ- 
ized body; orderly, and intended to do 
no one harm; so they felt free to leave 
their homes and attend the concert at 
the City Hall, and additional cause of 
relief was found in the order by the 
captain to have all the tramp company 
in camp by 9 o'clock ready to move. 
So a large audiénce assembled at the 
hall to hear Mrs. Annie Tregear, ‘‘Col- 
ton’s prima donna,”’ and Prof. H. S.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Movement to Hold the Citrus 
Fair in. San Francisco. 


Prompt ‘Action Necessary if it is to Be Kept 
in Southern California—The Rabbit 
Drive on the Alamitos . 
Rancho. 


Word has just been received in Santa 
Ana that the State Board of Horticul- 
ture, at its next meeting at Sacramento, 
on Wednesday, will vote to locate the 
Southern California Citrus Fair in San 
Francisco, the effect of which will be 
to deprive Southern California of one 
of the best attractions which it has for 
tourists during the winter. 

Unless the’ State board is convinced 
that the people of Southern California 
generally do not wish the fair held in 
San Francisco, the accion above referred 
to will surely be taken. Therefore, it 
behooves the citizens of Santa Ana and 
Orange county, as a portion of South- 
ern California, to act immediately, if 
any steps are to be taken to bring in- 
fluence to bear on the probable action 
of the State board. If a meeting of 
the citizens were held today, any reso- 
lutions passed by them would reach the 
State board before final action is taken 
by it. 

ALAMITOS RABBIT DRIVE. 

Chasing jackrabbits over the broad, 
level prairie known as the Alamitos 
ranch, located about ten miles north- 
west of Santa Ana, is great sport. At 
least those who participated in the 
great chase given by the Orange Ken- 
nel Club last Saturday, claim so, after 
a full day’s experience.

The excitement began about 10 o’clock 
in the morning and lasted until 4 in 
the afternoon, allowing one hour at 
noon for lunch and rest to man and 
beast, on the green banks of a trick- 
ling, brook, shaded freely by elms and 
weeping willows. There were vehicles 
of every kind and description in the 
party—from the ordinary road cart and 
buckboard to the stylish open two- 
Seater and handsome  four-in-hand. 
Many, too, were on horseback, but it 
made no difference how one was 
equipped, when the jack was frightened 
from its hiding-place by the long line 
of vehicles and chattering humanity, 


yip!’’ was sounded every man, woman 
and child in the party, as well as the 
_sleek-looking greyhounds, were immedi- 
ately on the tip-toe of expectancy. 

Away, across the plains, would bound 
the jack, with ears erect, and an air 
of confidence fn his ability to distance 
any possible pursuer, that was surpris- 
ing, indeed.

Ae knew 
that no ordinary dog could overtake 
him, not even if fired at him out of a 
cannon, but he did not figure on the 
possible speed of the English grey- 
hound. He soon realized, however, in 
less time than it takes to tell it, that 
there was no ordinary cur after him. 
Down went the long ears, flat on his 
back, and he began to let out a few 
kinks, until passing a bunch of sage 
brush and wire grass he would disappear 
like a dollar-and-a-half at a church 
fair. On he scooted toward Long Beach 
like a beautiful dream, but on came the 
trained coursers like fleeing specters. 
Now, almost in the jaws of death, he 
crouches the fractional part of an in- 
stant and then bounds off at right angles 
while his pursuers nearly tear all the 
toes off their feet in trying to stop. He 
is fifty yards away, when the hounds 
again get straightened out. Now he is 
headed for the Puente Hills. He comes 
to a wagon road and then heads for 
Anaheim at a terrific pace. It is 
a beautiful race. Men on horseback 
are using their whips, but both hounds 
and the jack are leading them by sev- 
eral hundred yards. The space between 
the hounds and the rabbit grows beau- 
tifully less. There is another cloud 
of dust, through which may be seen 
hounds turning several somersaults, 
while the jack emerges unharmed, and 
-makes straight for the long line of 
vehicles, a half mile away. As 
straight as an arrow they come, the 
hounds again gaining their lost ground 
by ethe turn, and the men on horse- 
back, profiting by the turn, by coming 
in a triangular direction.

System. 

Cash or no cash, that is the ques- 
tion which is agitating the minds of 
the merchants of Pomona. An epi- 
demic of demanding cash is getting 
quite as frequent among the mer- 
chants as the highwaynren. Every 
butcher in the place demands cash for 
his meat, and it matters not if his 
customer is a millionaire or a tramp. 
The grocers are somewhat divided on 
the subject... The advocates of the cash 
system claim they sell goods cheaper, 
but the butchers demand the cash and 
charge the same as of yore. The ‘‘com- 
bine’’ has its disadvantages, and one 
of the butchers says it causes no end 
of trouble, as they are compelled to re- 
fuse men who have traded with them 
for years, and paid cash at the end 
of each month.

THE FIRE ALARM. 


Suggestions for Its Improve ment 
by the City Electrician. 


What is Necessary to Put the System in 
Proper Condition for Any and 
All Possible Emer- 
gencies. 


ABSOLUTELY 


The Supply Committee of the City 
Council will report at today’s meeting 
of that body, recommending that the 
City Clerk advertise for bids for cer- 
tain additional appliances for the fire 
alarm system, in accondance with the 
recommendation of the city electri- 
glan at a recent meeting of the Fire 
Commission, and which recommenda- 
tion was approved by that commission. 
In order that the general public may 
understand the need of these additional 
apyliances, a partial description of the 
fire alarm system is here given. 

All the fire alarm boxes in the city 
are at present on four circuits, or wires, 
each one of which runs from the City 
Hall to one and another of its boxes, 
and then returns to the City Tiall. 
What is known as the seuth end cir- 
cuit, carries all the boxes scuth of 
Third street, and is about thirteen miles 
in length. The Temple-street circiit 
takes in all the boxes north of Third 
street and west of Main street. and is 
about five and one-half miles in length. 
The East Side circuit carries the boxes 
along and east of Main street, and 
north of Aliso street. It is about eifht 
and three-quarter miles in length. ‘i he 
Boyle Heights circuit is about 
miles long, and on it are placed the 
boxes east of Main street and between 
Third and Aliso street. The system, at 
present, has thirty-six interfering and 
seventeen non-interfering succession 
boxes. A “‘successioh’’ box is one, which, 
if pushed at the same time as another, 
will await its turn, and then send the 
alarm without béing pushed again. 

In brief,. when an alarm is turned in, 
the pressing of the button in the box 
releases a clock-work, wound up within. 
and, as the works turn, the circuit is 
broken a sufficient number of times to 
indicate the number of the box. Each 
time the circuit is thus broken, a heavy 
clock-work, connected with the hammer 
of the City Hall bell, is released, so as 
to tap the bell. It will thus be seen 
that a break of any sort in any part 
of a circuit is all that is necessary to 
sound the big bell. 

In order that the system may work 
well, it is necessary that the various 
circuits should be so arringed as to 
be entirely disconnected with the 
ground; that is, so that there can be 
no electrical connection between the cir- 
cuit and the ground. 

The system may work well during 
the summer season when everything is 
dry, but during the wet weather each 
wet branch of a tree that sways against 
the wire tends to, as it were, draw 
some of the force of the current to the 
| ground. A sufficient number of wet 
branches swinging against the wire may 
so materially weaken the force of the 
current that should any one attempt 
to turn in an alarm from any box on 
that circuit there might not be suffi- 
cient force remaining in the current to 
act on the magnets and tap the bell. 

Again, with a circuit thirteen miles 
in length, a broken wire on the same 
will render all the boxes on that cir- 
cuit useless until communication can 
be restored. If this circuit were divided 
into two or three shorter ones there 
would be less delay in locating a break, 
and’ would also be less boxes rendered 
useless by such break. With shorter 
circuits there would naturally be less 
leakage by reason of ground connec- 
tions, as above spoken of. 

In order to shorten some of the pres’ 
circuits by making more of them, it 
would be necessary to place some addi- 
tional appliances at the City Hall, in 
the way of a larger switchboard, some 
instruments for testing the strength of 
the current and a few other articles. 
Hence the recommendations of the city 
electrician.
